UNCLE 13L UE JA C K E T'S S H IP ­ 
W RECK. 


I have an old Irieud and former shipmate 
who now commands one of the tine steamers 
which make regular voyages between New 
York and some South American ports, calling 
at Havana and St. Thomas, and who occasion­ 
ally, upon the arrival of his ship in the first 
named city, sends a hamper in which are 
stowed several kinds of tropical fruits, togeth­ 
er with a box of Rosa Conchas, my favorite 
brand of cigars, the latter of which I am 
quite confident nevcrputs any money in Uncle 
Sam’s purse by paying duly. 
Not long since 
I received a hamper in which was a lot of fine 
oranges, and as my three nephews were at 
home for the summer holidays, I concluded 
to give them what sailors call “a jolly tuck 
oul.”

I placed the hamper on the grass, just 
outside my room window, in the shade of iwo 
horse chestnut trees, to the branches of winch 
is slung my grass Ifmnmock, and in which I 
being a cripple, pass a great portion of my 
time reading, or smoking, as I idly watch the 
S te am e rs and white-sailed craft puSs to and 
fro on ilio Hudson, or study Hie cloud effects 
upon the purple Catskills, which rear the lof­ 
ty summits in I he background.

Having completed my arrangements for 
the “ tuck out,’’ I wound my call, which vva3 
soon answered by one of the youngsters, who, 
seeing the hamper before he did me, ex­ 
claimed, as he raised the lid, “Oh, oranges! 
lots of ’em ! what do you want, uncle? 
“Captain Juck has sent me some fruit, and 
if you chaps won’t grunt if you get the colly­ 
wobbles from eating it, you can pitch in.” 
“Now, Uncle Blue Jacket, you know we 
won’t, for that day you took us to the circus, 
aud I got collywobbles, as you call it, from 
too much pea-nuts and pop, didn’t I lie under 
the currant bushes all afternoon ’most, so 
mother wouldn’t know what the matter was 
and scold you for ’ruining my digestion ?” 
“Well, all right 1 call the other youngsters 
and eat all the oranges you want.” 
In less time than it takes me to tell it, those 
three youngsters were seated upon the ground 
with that hamper between them and an 
orange at each of their mouths. 
Presently 
Ben. said: 
“I s'pose uncle, you’ve picked oranges right 
oil the trees and eaten them many a time, 
haven't you ?” 
“Oh, yes.” 
“Then Dick,” who is rather an epicure, 
“ what’s really the very best thing you ever 
did taste, uude, in your life ? 
“That doesn’t require any consideration— 
it was a piece of a dog; and not a very nice 
dog, either.” 
The eating of oranges was suddenly sus­ 
pended as they looked at me in white-eyed 
astonishment, and in turn exclaimed: 
“Dog 1” 
“ What, a common dog?” 
“Was it dead ?” 
“Yes, a dog -a common dog, and it was 
dead.” 
“Why, what under the sun possessed you 
to eat anything so revolting T' 
“Dire necessity; we either had to eat that, 
one another, or starve—and boys, fierce 
hunger is a wonderful levoler of distinctions 
between what is revolting, and what is not.” 
“ Where were you when you had to eat that, 
or starve?”’ 
“ Shipwrecked o(T Cape Horn, and on a bar­ 
ren little island—one of the Mid Bay Rocks.” 
Then Dick said, “ Tell u3 about it, uncle. 
Hearing a person tell of eating dog will make 
these oranges taste all the better; and a ship­ 
wreck ! olt, that’s jolly — to hear about, I 
mean.” 
" Well, boys, the first voyage I sailed a ship 
as Captain happened so long ago you can’t re­ 
member about it—in fact, two of you were not 
born; and Ben there, the eldest of you, was 
just a week old when I came home for the last 
time before sailing to bill the folks ‘ Good 
bye.’ 
I went up in the big room to see you, 
Ben—to say ‘ How are you ’ and ‘ Good by# ’ 
at the same visit; and you dou’t look much 
now like the little chap who was lying on a 
pillow, fast asleep, with his thumb in liia 
mouth, and very red in the face, ns if sleeping 
were very hard work. 
“ The next day I was outward bound from 
New York for Melbourne, Captain of the fine 
clipper ship Winged Racer, laden with a gen­ 
eral cargo of great value. 
We had quite a 
large party of gentlemen on board, who ac­ 
companied us down the bay as far as the 
light-ship oil Sandy Ilook, where they left the 
ship and returned to the city on tho tug boat 
which towed hs out. 
The day was a glorious 
one, and everything'bade fair fora prosperous 
voyage, the wishes for which were abundantly 
expressed bv tbe gentlemen, your father among 
the number, who had come to sec the last of us 
as we ‘ took unto oursolves the wings of the 
morning, to lice to the uttermost ends of the 
earth.’ 
“ Arriving oil the light-ship, the lug boat 
cast oiT the lthwser by which it had towed 
us from the great, noisy city lying in the dim 
distance astern, and the party of gentlemen 
and the pilot having got on board tbe tug as 
she headed shoreward those who were return­ 
ing to their pleasant homes op the land gave 
us three cheers, and to their cheering wo sent 
back the words of the shanty song, 


‘ Way ! ltaul aw ay, h au l aw av, mv Eosie;’ * 
W ay : h au l aw ay, haul aw ay, J o e .’ 
as our topsails were stretched to a taut leech. 
Otto by one our white sails were spread to 
catch the favoring breeze, and as the ship 
filled away I gave the coursjg.(R. S. E.) and 
our voyage was fairly begun. 
Long before the ‘night had thrown its man­ 
tle o’er the scene, and pinned' it with a star’, 
the Jersey coast, with the Highlands of Nev- 
ersiuk, had disappeared astern. 
After get­ 
ting sail on the ship the anchors were got in 
on the fo’castle and secured for sea, the 
chains unbent and stowed in the chain lock­ 
ers, aud tho decks cleared up, when the crew 
were mustered on the quarter deck, and the 
mates chose their watches, which is doue in 
this manner: 
The second mate, who heads 
the starboard, or capstan’s watch, has the 
first choice of the men, then the chief mate 
chooses one, and so on until all, «ven the ap 
prentice boys, are chosen. 
The first night, 
outward bound, the port watch hus the eight 
hours below, but homeward bound the mate 
has the first choice in choosiug men, and has 
tho eight hours, or two night .watches on 
deck, which custom has given rise to the say­ 
ing, among sailors, ‘the captain takes Iter 
out, but the mate brings her home.’

The annual dish of educational pudding is 
nearly ready to be taken off the fire.

heated words, the college “ com m encem ents” 
are alm ost upon us. 
We put quotation m arks 
as above for we don’t know why the end of a 
thing should be called the sam e as the begin­ 
ning thereof. 
(Jut from the open doors of 
hundreds of institutions of various grades, will 
issue thousands of young men and women 
who know everything about life and next to 
nothing o /it. 
Time and experience will teach 
them, for they teach all. 
We prai3e in ad­ 
vance the poorly-paid, hard-w orking instruc­ 
tors in schools who do the best work done in 
the world.

naLnral reaction will follow by and by, when 
crime will enjoy particular im m unity from 
search. 
We get sick of seeing so m uch in 
the papers in the way of alleged fearful reve­ 
lations of fraud and corruption. 
Certain 
journals contain little else. 
They m ake a bus­ 
iness of digging in the nasty graveyard of of­ 
fences, real and im aginary. 
The m ore human 
traits of their editors are soured by this infer­ 
nal pursuit; which tiecomes a t last a necessity 
to their ghoulish natures. 
It is a proper and 
righteous thing to show up fraud and de­ 
nounce corruption, but it is a terribly mean 
and detestable thing to take delight in it, for 
its own sake. 
Criminal lawyers and detective 
policemen are not apt to have very exalted 
opinions 
of 
hum an nature, because they 
deal with the lowest aspect of it; and in the 
course of lime their calling renders them al­ 
most morally incapable of believing in any 
one. 
The conductors of a new spaper who 
spend their pow erj in dredging the sea of an­ 
im ated human life for sins, faults and hypoc­ 
risies are sure to ilnd them, but aro awfully 
covered with filth themselves in the operation. 
Possibly our civilization may eventually learn 
that the exercise of the charily which suflereth 
long and is kind is not without Its ad vanta­ 
ges to nations as it is to men individually. 


We are gratified to find our m ental concep­ 
tion of the character of Little Rock Brooks 
borne out by the photographic description of

Lacking the brute liullyism of Brooks he 
still has vices enough to have made him the 
bosom friend of the Tam m any ring before that 
fraternal circle was broken by the ruthless 
hand of destiny. * Enough appears from the 
letter to which we allude, to stam p both these 
men with the devil's own im p rim a tu r an d to 
show that neither of them is lit to be chief 
m agistrate of a stale which requires especial 
wisdom and honor in its m anagem ent, owing 
to its unsettled condition. The situation there 
grows tluily worse and worse, peaceful inhab­ 
itants are hurriedly leaving their homes lliro’ 
fear of a general 
and bloody 
revolution 
throughout the entire area of the state. 
What 
the President will do cannot be assum ed to­ 
day, although it is becom ing Increasingly 
manifest that nothing short of his interference 
will bring about a decent settlem ent of the 
disgraceful quarrel.

A question of morals, like a motion 
to adjourn, Is always in order, and to say that 
Greeley did not then stand on a distinctly 
teinperunce platform is not to deny th at his 
influence in W ashington, had be gone there 
as President, would have* been worth incal­ 
culably much to the nation on the score of 
sobriety alone. 
Besides, there is no tem per­ 
ance Issue now which can be made u party 
question in any practical way.

There­ 
fore, Bishop Cheney, was sensible in oppos­ 
ing the m aking of a rule touching the w earing 
of surplices; for nothing the Council could do 
would more surely bring upon it the langli of 
the intelligent world than the prohibition of a 
gown to clergymen when they all agree m the 
new movement, th a t a gown is of no mora!

vided’for the exem ption of all vessel-', w heth­ 
er engaged in foreign or domestic trade, from 
all compulsory pilot fees.

Last fall the Trustees of the A m erican Mu­

On Rawlins square witness m easured 
it to cost $22,210; it was charged against 
the governm ent at $22,363, after allowin 
Sarno an error adm itted to have been made 
by him of upw ards of $14,000, which does 
not appear in Governor Shepard’s answ er, 
but which Colonel Sarno alleges has been 
credited to the governm ent and covered into 
the Treasury.

Arrent of a n old O ffender—Ile In T a ­ 
ken to C onnecticut. 
An important arrest was made at Chatham 
village yesterday by Deputy Sheriff Henry 
M. Hanor. Tile man arrested was Michael 
Breen, who bas been wanted since February 
last by the authorities of Connecticut. Breen 
is charged with tbe clime of attempted mur­ 
der and arson, by blowing up a dwelling 
house with gunpowder.

but did no serious damage. 
Upon un exami­ 
nation it was discovered that some one had 
placed a cloth sack, encased in a palier one, 
containing about fifteen pounds of powder iu 
the 
doorway 
of 
the 
dwelling, 
and 
then fired 
it 
by 
means 
of 
a 
flow 
match. 
The failure 
of tho conspiracy 
aas owing to the powder not being properly 
confined, as well as to a heavy rain storm 
which prevailed at tbe time. Tho outrage and 
daring of such an act created intense excite­ 
ment in East Canaan and tbrongbouttbe state, 
and caused a reward of $300 to be offered for 
(be arrest of the |>er|>etrator. 
It is generally believed that the villain, in 
earn ing out his base design, made a mistake 
in the house, and that be supposed it to be 
the residence of Lyman Dunning, who lived 
near by. Breen Iud a grudge against Mr. 
Dunning, who, it is said, bad been a witness 
against bim, when os trial some years since, 
for a crime which sent him to state prison. 
As soon as arrested, a telegram was sent to 
-Deputy Sheriff Briggs of Canaan, Conn., 
whose reply requested that the prisoner 
should Ie beld until his arrival, at 9:10 last 
night; but before tbe receipt of Mr. Briggs’ 
telegram Mr. Hanor bad started for Canaan 
with the prisoner in a covered carriage, ex­ 
istin g , if nothing happened, to reach his 
destination at two o’clock this morning.—

As he did not return on the Or­ 
ange County Express Saturday evening, his 
family became a little anxious, and their aDX- 
iety was greatly increased when he failed to 
arrive on No. 3 at 11 p. m. Telegrams were 
sent to New York on Sunday, but they elicited 
no response. Friends were sent to New York 
Monday morning and diligent search made in 
all the hospitals, and inquiries at police head­ 
quarters, but so far have failed to elicit any 
tidings of the missing man. Grave fears are 
expressed that ho may have been foully dealt 
with, but for what purpose none can tell, as 
he is not supposed to have had money enough 
with him to tempt the cupidity of any robbers. 
It is also feared by some that, as he was not 
very well, he may be laboring under a tem­ 
porary aberration of mind. We hope we may 
be able to chronicle some tidings of him in to­ 
morrow's paper, as Mr. Olmstead is an esti­ 
mable citizen and stands high in tlie public 
esteem.” 


Arrest of an old Offender—He is Ta­ 
ken to Connecticut. 
An important arrest was made at Chatham 
village yesterday by Deputy Sheriff Henry 
M. Ilanor. The man arrested was Michael 
Breen, who has been wanted since February 
last by the authorities of Connecticut. Breen 
is charged with the crime of attempted mur­ 
der aud arson, by blowing up a dwelling 
house with gunpowder. The facts are these: 
About the middle of February last a diabolical 
attempt was made to blow up the parsonage 
at East Canaan, Conn., then occupied by 
Reuben Andrus. One Saturday night about 
ten o’clock the explosion took place, which 
shook the building and aroused tho inmates, 
but did no serious damage. Upon an exami­ 
nation it was discovered that some one had 
placed a cloth sack, encased in a paper one, 
containing about fifteen pounds of powder in 
the 
doorway of 
the dwelling, 
and 
then fired it by means of a slow 
match. 
The failure of tho conspiracy 
was owing to the powder not being properly 
confined, as well as to a heavy rain storm 
which prevailed at the time. Tho outrage and 
daring of Buch an act created intense excite­ 
ment in East Canaan and throughout the state, 
and caused a reward oí $500 to be offered for 
the arrest of the perpetrator. 
It is generally believed that the villain, in 
carrying out his base design, made a mistake 
in the house, and that he supposed it to be 
the residence of Lyman Dunuing, who lived 
near by. Breen had a grudge against Mr. 
Dunning, who, it is said, had been a witness 
against him, when ou trial some years since, 
for a crime which sent him to stato prison. 
As soon as arrested, a telegram was sent to 
•Deputy Sheriff Briggs of Canaan, Conn., 
whose reply requested that the prisoner 
should Le held until his arrival, at 9:20 last 
night; but before the receipt of Mr. Briggs’ 
telegram Mr. Hanor had started for Canaan 
with the prisoner in a covered carriage, ex­ 
pecting, if nothing happened, to reach his 
destination at two o’clock this morning.— 
Hudson Register. 


Delhi A middle!own Railroad. 
No matter of public consideration can be 
of more interest and importance to the peo­ 
ple along the line of this road than the need 
ed action requisite to secure its early comple 
tion.* We are not aware that the Governor 
has yet signed tho act recently passed to facil­ 
itate the work, but there can be no question, 
it seem3 to us, but that it will meet his ap­ 
proval. 
The ulter failure of the Midland to meet 
the public necessities, would seem to demand 
that something should be done for our relief; 
and what more certain to accomplish this 
than a “quick trausit” to the great metropo­ 
lis, by way of the D.«fc M. Railroad to the Hud 
son, at which point three lines of communica­ 
tion are presented, to sirtt taste, convenience 
and possible emergencies that may exist, viz.: 
the river itself, the Wallkill Valley Railway, 
and the Hudson River Railroad. 
With the 
D. Jfc M. finished to Dean’s Corners we may 
look with indiflerence on the grand $250,000 
stci/jttfe.and in like manner treat its promises 
and its many times unreasonable demands. 
A meeting of the D. & M. Directors was 
held at Andes on the 7th mst. to consider 
the situation, at which most of the Board 
were present; and we are gratified in hear­ 
ing that tho greatest interest was manifested 
for the early completion of the road, and that 
there was a marked confidence in tho success 
of the project existing in the minds of all the 
members. One of the Directors, who is en­ 
tirely competent to do as he promises, offer­ 
ed to take $40,000 of the Frst Mortgage Bonds, 
and to furnish besides one-third of the iron 
necessary to complete the track from Dean’s 
to Shavertown, in the event of the rcmainin 
two-thirds being provided. This leaves about 
$59,000 to be raised, and surely the great 
need of this most important thoroughfare will 
not be allowed to fail for the want of this 
comparatively insignificant sum. The follow­ 
ing resolution was adopted: 
Resolved, That a Committee of six persons 
be and hereby is appointed, consisting of 
Thomas Cornell, G. G. Decker, J. K. Hood, 
J. H. Graham, S. H. White and Alex. Storie, 
for the purpose of soliciting purchasers of the 
first Mortgage Bonds of the Company, at 90 
per cent, ou a dollar, which bonds are to be 
paid for in 15 per cent, monthly installments 
and 7 per cent, interest to be allowed for the 
time they are paid for befóte due. Said Com­ 
mittee to report to this Lo-ird at a meeting to 
be called by the Secretary. 
Hon. Thomas Cornell was present at the 
meeting, and evinced the greatest interest in 
the project, and we may rely on every eflort 
on his part to make the line a success. Delhi 
and the entire locality never had a better 
friend than Mr. Cornell, and though treated 
most shabbily iu .ormer times by a portion of 
our people, in his efforts to benefit us, beholds 
no feelings of resentment, as his action now 
In behalf of the road clearly demonstrates 
Frleuds of the D. & M. Railroad, let us all put 
our shoulders to the wheel, and “push things.”

There Is not a person who 1:08, for the past 
twenty years, been a resident o', Rondoul but 
who, upon learning on Thu\aday that Mrs. 
Sherer was dead, -felt a panj^ 0f gr¡ef, tho’ the 
event bad been expected to r several days, and 
had been prayed for w’P ji singular earnest­ 
ness by the deceased.

Here, where her life and many virtues have 
been so well-known for the past thirty-five 
years, it is unnecessary for us to euter upon 
any panegyric of the deceased, for the snow 
caunot be whitened nor the gold gilded. 
The deceased was born in Connecticut, near 
the boundary line of this slate, on December 
17th, 1781, but at a very early age removed to 
the town of New Windsor, Orange county. 
After a short residence at the last mentioned 
locality she moved to Newburgh, where all 
her life was past previous to coming to Rou- 
dout in 1842, a year previous to “the yellow 
fever year." Arriving in Rondout Ike de­ 
ceased at once joined the Presbyterian so­ 
ciety, by letter from Dr. Johnson’s Church 
(then the only Presbyterian Church Iu New­ 
burgh), and has up to the hour of her death 
continued her connection with (he church. 
Up to a comparatively short time since it was 
the great delight of the deceased to attend 
the services in the sanctuary, but advanced 
age and failing strength removed that enjoy­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Sherer was the mother of nine chil­ 
dren, six of whom are still living to rise up 
and call her blessed. She was always a kiud 
friend and neighbor, with a heart ever open 
to the griefs of others, a hand always out­ 
stretched to aid, and feet swift to run on er­ 
rands of mercy. She wa3 one “given to hos­ 
pitality,” and loved her neighbor as herself.

There was a large temperance meeting 
in the Baptist Church at West Sbokau Wed­ 
nesday night.
